A largo and influential meoting uf Chi- 
nese was held in the Penang Town Hall on 
May 10, says n tologeam to tho Straits 
Times, Mr Hargroaves, of the Free Schoul, 
presiding. Messrs Foo Choo Choon, Kaw 
Chony Sian, Lim Seng Hol, Lim Kok 
Chuan, Loke Chow Thye, Goh Boon Kong 
and ‘othor leading ropresentatives of the 
Chinoso community were present. Dr 
Gnoh Lean Tuck, and Mr Loe Teng Hwee, 
BLA. (Yale), Tonam sinsang, Kuala Lum- 
bur, addressed’ the meeting regard- 
ing the urgent need of  provid- 
ing modern education“ for tho Chineso. 
‘They compared the progress of Japan with 
tha backwardness of China and urged re- 
form, ndvocating the introduction of west- 
ern learning.

Gyangtse (Tibst), April.28—No further 
Lhasda communication has reached Colonel 
Younghusband, but local rumour reports 
that armed Tibetans are Collecting on the 
top of the Karo Pass aud aro building walls. 
This report is not credited, but a party of 
monuted infantry and tho Pioneors have 
ge out to mako 6 recurmpissance ang also 
exauine the road to Lhasen. The Genoral 
and Staff woro due at Chumbi yestarday. 
Their return journey from Gyangteo was a 
most arduous one, owing to the bittercold 
wind ard a series of blizzards and snow- 
storme. 

May 3 —The party which went to recon: 
uoitre the Kuro Puss found that the ru- 
mour that the Tibetans had collected a 
forco there was porfectly correct, A long 
wall wus seen three miles on the other aide 
of the pass. Wo sont mon round the flanks 
of the wall, behind which a body cf men, 
estimated at a thousand or fifteen hundred, 
were seen. ur scouts were fired on, and 
they fired a few shotsin reply. Thore were 
no casunities on our aide; but besides the 
whizz of bullets the’scouts wero close en- 
ough to actually sce many Tibetons armed 
‘with rifles, nut matel-lacks, It ia believed 
that tho rifles ure those made in Lhnssa, of 
which the Tibetans are always boasting. 


Tho reconnoitring party hal atrict order, 
if the enemy vas found, mot to bring 
on an aetion. wud accord nuly they re. 
tired after the ‘Tibetan position had been 
located nnd their atrongth ascortained. 
The party return to camp to-morrow. ‘The 
Karo pass is two-and-a-half marches from] 
Gyangtse, “The Tibetan arfny is epid to bo 
coraposed chiefly of the Khoi levies; all 
the men whe fought aguinst us in former 
actions having departed to their homer. 
There is no news of the Amban, ar of the 
high Tibetan cfficial who was to have 


secompanied him, having left Lhassa. 


Meanwhile the attitude cf the Gyangtse | 


pesple continues friendly, and it in im= 
possible to realise that their kinsfolk are 
full of enmity, and are waiting for us behind 
a wall only two days’ joyrney from here; 
but it is worth while mentioning that the 
villago peoplo near the pass nearly led tho 
reconnoitttng party into # trap, by stoutly 
maintaining there wero no arned men in 
vicinity. Tho wall across the mouth of 
the gorge is five foet high and six hundred 
yards long, cleverly loop-heled. The 
party were fired on from the whole tength 
of tho wall; and a great avalanche of stones 
on tho hill above. It was perfectly 
marvellous that there was no casualties, 
Darjeeling, May 4 —Thunderst orma Aly 
occuring almost daily in the Sikkim valloys, 
The rond is already breached betwoen
